A proposed improvement in digesters

rated from the outer whenever it is desir- 
able to make a critical examination of both 
shells for defects arising from acid leaking 
through, or from any cause whatever, and 
can be ‘repaired in the cheapest, best and 
quickest manner. The continuous space 
between the two shells is especially im- 
portant in paper manufacture where the 
coating or lining of the inner shell, to pro- 
tect the shell from the action of the acid 
liquor, is produced by exterior heat from 
such a space, which precipitates upon 
the inner shell a firm, durable incrustation. 

The process of the formation of the in- 
crustation when a bisulphite liquor is em- 
ployed is believed to be as follows: The 
sulphurous acid is expelled from. the bisul- 
phite liquor by heat, producing monosul- 
phite of calcium and free sulphurous acid 
gas, thus CaHa(SOs).+ heat =CaSO;+ H20+4 
SO,. The monosulphite of calcium adheres 
wherever it comes in contact with a metal- 
lic surface which is heated from the oppo- 
site side. The other product of decomposi- 
tion, which is sulphurous acid gas, either 
bubbles up through the solution collecting 
in the upper part of the digester or attacks 
the gums and other substances which fill 
the cells of the cellulose of the wood chips. 

In order that the precipitated lining shall 
be even and continuous, it is necessary that 
the surface of the inner shell shall be per- 
fectly smooth, with no projecting rivet or 
bolt heads or other protuberances, for the 
lining tends to scale off from projecting 
bolt heads, and is formed most perfectly 
where the surface to be coated is very 
smooth and regular. An even surface is 
provided for by countersinking all rivet 
heads in the inner boiler, and by joining 
the plates by dovetailing and filling the 
small spaces left with lead or any material 
which is not attacked by the contents of 
the digester. Both the inner and the outer 
boilers are provided with suitable man- 
holes for the introduction of stock, and also 
with all necessary connections, gauges, ther- 
mometers, &c., required for the purpose 
of accurately determining the condition of 
the inner contents. 

To facilitate the removal of the 
boiler, itis provided with wheels at suitable 
intervals along its outer circumference. 
These wheels run upon and are guided 
by suitable rails placed longitudinally along 
the inner surface of the outside boiler. The 
outer boiler is provided with a removable 
ead, so that by means of the wheels and 
rails described above the inner boiler can be 
run out and completely separated from the 
outer boiler. The inner boiler can be again 
run back into position within the outer 
boiler and the head of the outer boiler 
screwed on, producing a true jacketed boiler, 
s described previously. 

To firmly secure the inner boiler in place 
within the outer boiler or shell there are one 
or more screws working in threaded sockets 
in the outer boiler and bearing at their inner 
ends against clamping plates which are 
formed to bear on the inner boiler, and 
when pressed against the latter by the screws 
irmly secure the inner boiler. 

Figure 1 represents a longitudinal section 
of the outer shell and a side elevation of the 
inner shell of this digester. Fig. 2 represents 
4 section on line x x of Fig. 1. Fig. 3 repre-

In the drawings, a represents the outer 
or inclosed shell, and 4 represents the inner 
shell or digester proper. The outer shell is 
provided with a detachable head,

mm represent the coinciding manholes, 
with which the two shells @ and 4 are re- 
spectively provided. 

n represents the pipe which conducts the 
acid liquor into the inner shell when the lat- 
ter is empty or before it 1s charged, for the 
purpose of forming the protecting coat or 
incrustation. This pipe is arranged so that 
the streams of liquor forced through its 
numerous perforations will strike all por- 
tions of the inner surface of the inner shell 
or digester. Theinner shell may be rotated, 
if desired, during the admission of the acid 
liquor through the pipe #, or the pipe may 
be rotated to more thoroughly distribute the 
liquor over the surface of the inner shell. 
By thus washing the inner surface of the 


digester with the acid liquor before charging | taal of 


the digester the protecting coat or incrusta- 
tion is formed more quickly and thoroughly 
than when it is deposited from the charge 
of liquor after the digester is filled or 
charged. 

The inner shell is made of plates 2 2 (see 
Fig. 3) of iron or steel, and to insure a _per- 
fectly smooth inner surface the headsof the 
rivets 3 3, which secure the plates, are 
countersunk, thus making the heads flush 
with the inner surface of the digester. For 
the same purpose the adjacent ends of the 
plates 2 2 are dovetailed and slightly 
separated and secured by means of 
external plates or bands 4, which are 
connected by the rivets 3 to the plates 
2. The dovetail space between the ends 
of the plates within the band 4 is filled 
with a packing, 5, of lead or other suitable 
acid resisting material which is held in place 
by the dovetail form of the ends of the 
plates, the inner surface of the lead packing 
being flush with the inner surface of the 
digester. 

It will be seen that by removing one of 
the heads of the outer shell and turning the 
screws / outwardly the inner shell can be 
readily removed for inspection and repairs. 
The steam space between the outer and 


inner shells is continuous—or, in other

In connection with the pipe » for spraying

partial evaporation of the aqueous portions 
of the acid liquor.

cially blessed—he has very few loose pulleys 
in the mill. Loose pulleys are among the 
few things of which the fewer a man has 
the better he is off. Several devices for 
stopping and starting a machine are in use, 
but, in spite of its imperfections, a loose 
pulley is about the best that can be had, 
although in many cases belt tighteners are 
the best.

side of the hub. With a rig thus made a 
loose pulley will run without giving out un- 
til its owner is grayer than a badger. 

When rigging up a belt tightener or an idle 
pulley, always study to make the pulley as 
large as possible for the purpose of dimin- 
ishing the number of revolutions its spindle 
must make. If by any means a 30 inch can 
be used in place of one 10 inches in diameter, 
the saving is considerable. With a 10 inch 
pulley under a belt speed of 200 feet per 
minute the idler journals revolve 764 times 
per minute, while with a 30 inch pulley the 
number of revolutions is reduced to less 
than 250, a saving in gil, journals and tem- 
per that will be well comprehended by mill 
men. The same point applies to loose pul- 
leys as well as to idlers, but a loose pulley 
is generally so attached that its size will not 
permit of variation for the purpose of econ- 
omy. 


Picked Up in Paper Mills.

Paper mills have an ugly way of burn- 
ing up every time they can get a chance. 
What are the chances for fire in your mill ? 
Have you got two or three dozen fire traps 
scattered over the premises? How is it 
about steam pipes in close connection with 
pieces of wood ? 

Steam is never heated over 400° (hardly 
ever), but it does set wood on fire under 
certain conditions. I have seen wooden 
partitions badly charred where steam pipes 


| extend through them, and have also seen 


were placed under- shavings and bits of wood which had fallen 


| down and lodged in the heating coil charred 


as though they had been exposed in the 
furnace. 
The only way to secure safety from this 


trouble is to prevent all wood from touch- 


ing live steam pipes. Two or 38 inches 
of space is sufficient; 1 or 2 inches will 
probably secure safety, Cut away the 


wood, and if a light partition is desired fill 
the hole as made with tin, sheet iron, brick, 
tile, or even cement.

THE VELOCITY OF WATER.

The velocity of a stream of spouting water 
depends upon the square root of the height 


of water above the opening in flume or tank; 
that is, if the height of head is multiplied by 
twice the velocity of a falling body at the 
end of first second of its fall (which is 32.16 
feet), the square root of the product will be 
the theoretical discharge, which is always 
greater than the actual, and must be dimin- | 
ished by nearly one-third to obtain practical | 
results, although with nicely prepared knife | 
edges for the discharge orifices of weirs an 
actual discharge of 97.4 per cent. has been 
reached. This is exceptional, and is hardly 
ever reached in practice. 
QUANTITY OF DISCHARGE. 
If two holes are cut in a dam at the same 





distance from the surface of the water, one | 
hole being twice as large as the other, very 
nearly twice the quantity of water will be 
discharged from the large as from the small 
aperture. This rule will not work when dif- 
ferent heads of water are used. The same | 
size of opening, under 4 feet and 16 feet | 
head respectively, will not discharge in the 
ratio of 1 to 4, but in the ratio of the square 
root of each head. 





The square roots of 4 
and 16 are 2 and 4, therefore the same 
opening under 16 feet head will only dis- 
charge twice as much water as under 4 feet 
head. 

The above is not exact to the thousandth 
part of a pound or foot, but it is near 
enough for all practical hydraulic prob- 
lems. 

More water will be discharged through a 
horizontal pipe whose length is greater than 
its diameter, than when length and diame- 
ter are equal. This rule holds good till the 
length reaches four times the diameter of 
the tube. When a pipe is vertical the 
gravity principle comes into play, and the 
greater the length of the tube the greater 
will be the discharge except in tubes of very 
minute diameter. 

When water is allowed to escape from a 
hole in or near the bottom of a vessel (hav- 
ing the same area at the top as at the bot- 
tom) it will take twice as long to empty the 








tank as it would to discharge the same vol- 


ume of water with a stream running in to 
keep the tank full all the time. 

If water flows from one vessel to another, | 
as from a flume to a tailrace, the discharge 
opening being under water, it is only nec- 
essary to take the distance between both | 
surface levels in order to make all of the | 
| above 





calculations. When there are sev- 
eral horizontal pipes, of different lengths, the 


discharge will be equal to the square roots 


of their lengths, but in an inverse ratio ; | 
that is, a pipe 4 feet long will give half the | 
discharge of a pipe 1 foot long, and a pipe 

16 feet long will give a discharge of only | 
fourth that of the 1 foot pipe.

A Few Facts on Lubrication. 





By Frep L. KING. 





The qualities most valuable in lubri- 
cants ef all kinds determine their power of 
reducing friction and their power of endur- 
ance, as well as that of the surfaces on 
which they are used, also the capacity of 
the lubricating material for receiving, stor- 
The amount of 
frictional resistance on the motion of ma- 
chinery is plainly determined by the char-’ 
acter of the 


One of the most 


serious effects is the evolution of heat. It 


lubricant. 


reduces the viscosity of the lubricant, mak- 
ing them more liable to force out from be- 
tween the surfaces of the bearings at high 


| temperature, and as it thus accumulates it 
| becomes more and more dangerous as it 


continues beyond the limit within which 
conduction and radiation may dispose of it 
to adjacent objects as fast as generated. 
This is seriously detrimental to the surfaces 
in contact; it causes them to heat 
destroys 


and 


cracks and them, and conse- 
quently increases the friction, and, while 
thus destroying the journals and bearings, 
it often ignites the lubricant and thus en- 
dangers all combustible material surround- 


ing it. The burning of mills, steam vessels 


| and railroad accidents, in which thousands 
| of lives are lost, oftentimes results from the 


improper or cheap lubricants used. 

Prof. R. H. Thurston, M. A., Dr. Engg., of 
Cornell Univerity, New York, the highest 
authority on lubrication, says: 


‘The price of an oil is usually of little, 
importance in comparison with its friction 
reducing power. A saving of a few dollars’ 
worth of oil at many times its value in 
heated and injurious bearings, or in power 
and fuel, is extravagance.’”’ 

The constituents of an effective lubricant 
are: 

First—Enough body, or combined ca- 
pillarity and viscosity, to keep the surfaces 
between which it is interposed from coming 
in contact under maximum pressure. 


Second—The greatest fluidity consistent 
with the preceding requirement, 7. ¢., the 
least fluid friction allowable. 


Third—The lowest possible coefficient of 
friction under the conditions of actual use, 
i. ¢., the sum of the two components, solid 
and fluid friction, should be mimimum. 


Fourth—A maximum capacity for receiv- 
ing, transmitting, storing and carrying away 
heat, 

Fifth—Freedom from tendency to decom- 
pose or to change in composition by gum- 
ming or otherwise, on exposure tothe air 
or while in use. 


Sixth—Entire absence of acid or other 
properties liable to produce injury of mate- 
rial or metals with which they may be 
brought into contact. 


Seventh—A high temperature of vaporiza- 
tion and decomposition, and alow tempera- 
ture of solidification. 


Eighth—Special adaptation to the condi- 
tion as to speed and pressure of rubbing 
surfaces on which the lubricant is to be used. 


Ninth—It must be free from grit and all 
foreign matter. 
All 


these requirements for an efficient 


| lubricant are found only in mineral oils, 


manufactured and sold by reliable parties. 
All animal, vegetable and fish oils will gum; 
they all contain more or less acid, and con- 
and

sequently will become rancid, their 


acids attack and corrode 


| bearings, particularly in cylinder oils. When 


together with steam and hot water the oil 
is atomized over the steam cylinder and 
valves, it under these conditions has a most 


damaging effect. Wherever animal or fish 


oils have been used, either in the steam 


| cylinder or on the bearings, gumming is 
| always noticeable ; and in steam cylinders 


where tallow is used, balling and gumming 


is invariably found. These gums do not 


| lubricate, but they do cause friction, and 


that means more power, more steam, more 
coal and more labor. It is, however, grati- 
fying to note that the use of animal, vege- 
table and fish oils as lubricants is becoming 
a thing of the past, and mineral oils are 
becoming more popular. 

In the adoption of mineral oil after a long 
use of animal or fish oils, particularly for

least amount of heat, whereupon it passes 
to the remaining cylinders in succession. 
The paper is thus passed over heated sur- 
faces the temperature of which increases as 
thedrying draws nearer to its close, so that 
it moves from the drying apparatus in a 
direction opposite to that pursued by the 
heatirig medium. 

The carrier bands C are set in motion by 
means of a shaft, O, through the medium of 
a pair of pulleys suitably connected with 


straps, and of the gearing P, in connection 
with a number of rollers or pulleys, Q, as 
shown in the drawing. The material as it 
is dried is wound upon suitable rollers, R. 

In drying apparatus operating like that 
here described, in which the material 
to be dried is submitted to the action of hot 
air in such manner that the air sweeping, as 
it were, over the material as it meves along 
becomes saturated with moisture, the 
change of air—that is, the removal of the 
air thus saturated with water—greatly in- 
fluences the evaporation, so that the ar- 
rangement employed for this latter process 
becomes highly important, as the final re- 
sult of the working of the whole machine 
depends on the efficacy of the same. 

In the drying apparatus described a num- 
ber of slotted or perforated tubes, J, are ar- 
ranged to extend transversely through the 
spaces G between the moving web of paper 
and connected to the collecting pipe K. 
This pipe K is connected, through a dis- | 
charge pipe, L, with a steam jet ventilator, 
N, or with a suitable fan or equivalent ap. | 
paratus operated mechanically and discharg.- | 
ing air through the pipe M. By means of | 
such a steam jet or air suction arrangement | 
the air existing between the paper bands 
and the heating cylinders, being saturated 
with water, is continually drawn off and dis 


charged into the atmosphere, while in the 


stolen them by actual force. 

It becomes then of importance to the 
business man to know of what such fraud 
consists as will create the right of rescission. 
In the first place it must be such misrepre- 
sentation as induced the seller to part with 
his property. It must be an unequivocal 
representation that a fact exists which does 
not exist, or it must be the willful conceal- 
ment of a fact which the buyer knows or 
ought to know would influence the seller if 
he knew it. Thus it will be seen that fraud 
may be either positive or negative in its 
nature, but it must be unequivocal in either 
case. If the representation should be con- 
cerning a possibility or probability, al- 
though it may be wholly false, it will not 
amount to fraud, for, had it been true, 
there would still have been a chance for 
the seller to lose and he accepted that 
chance. The failure of the possibility 
leaves him no worse off than he would have 
been had the contingency he voluntarily ac- 
cepted failed. . 

To constitute fraud, the misrepresenta- 
tion must be absolute. Further than this, 
the misrepresentation must be plausible and 
reasonable, and urged as a basis of credit. 

Fraud cannot be predicated upon misrep- 
resentations so extravagant and unplausible 
as to appear incredible upon their face. The 
statement of a man that he was the King of 
England as a basis for credit would not be 
made the basis of a claim of fraud, for this 
would be so preposterous as to carry its 
own conviction of falsity with it to the 
mind of a prudent business man. 

The statement of a man apparently in 
good circumstances that he had land in an 
adjoining State worth $10,000 is a state- 
ment, which, if relied upon, is fraudulent 
if false. A reasonably prudent man would 
be misled by the latter, but no man of busi- 
ness judgment would rely upon the former. 
The essence of the fraud is not in the fal- 
sity of the statement, but in procuring the 
credit, and therefore some of the responsi- 
bility falls upon the seller. 

There is no actionable fraud in a lie which 
a would-be customer tells, on the strength 
of which he procures no goods, and no more 
is there fraud in a lie on which he ought 
not to have secured them, although he 
did. The law will not protect a fool in his 
folly.

on circumstances, but as a general rule any 
delay is dangerous. Upon the discovery of 
fraud two courses are open—condonation 
or rescission. Inaction condones the fraud 
and leaves the creditor to his personal 
remedy against the debtor. Rescission is 
accomplished by promptly returning what 
benefits have been received under the con- 
tract, less what damages result from the 
breach, and then the possession and title to 
the property may be recovered. This right 
of recovery extends against the original 
debtor, and subsequent purchasers from 
him as well, who take the property with 
knowledge of the fraud, or under circum- 
stances which should put a prudent man to 
inquiry. A man who buys property which 
he knows, or ought to know, has begn 
secured by fraud participates in the fraud, 
and takes no better title than the indi- 
vidual from whom he bought. An inno- 
cent purchaser for value, however, will 
in most cases be protected in his pur- 
chase. The law cannot permit the doctrine 
of fraud to extend so far as to unsettle busi- 
ness confidence, but it will enforce it far 
enough to protect honest men from im- 
position, and deprive impostors of any 
benefit which might result from their dis- 
honesty.

New York, January 8, 1891, 
To the Editor of the Fournal: 

The paper making industry has been in 
a most flourishing condition, and this is 
proved by the fact that the manufacturers 
have gloriously emerged from those dark 
days of the last financial disturbance which 
seriously embarrassed every other branch of 
trade ; only a few failures occurred during 
the old year, and they had been hopeless 
cases of lingering unsteadiness and anticipa- 
tion, so that their final advent was contem- 
plated with very little surprise. The paper 
makers are getting richer all the while— 
compare their ratings in the mercantile 
agencies of five years ago with those of the 
present day and you will find this assertion 
lustily verified. 

And the packers and dealers in paper 
stock, how about them? Have they bene- 
fited by the rise of their patrons in the 
same degree? Alas, poor fellows! To 
them it has been a * fall,’’ and they look 
back upon five years of unrewarded pains 
and trouble; they worked diligently and 
conscientiously, but if they wish to be true 
to themselves they must confess that it 
was an unfortunate struggle. There was a 
time—long ago—when an importer would 
sell 4,000 tons of paper stock within one 
year and clear a profit of $20,000; to-day 
many handle double that quantity with 
hardly sufficient profit to meet the moder- 
ate expenses of their households. 

There are less people in the paper stock 
business to-day than at any time for many 
years past, and yet 4,000 tons of different 
kinds of paper stock enter daily into the 
manufacture of all the paper which is pro- 
duced in this country.

This part of the process is therefore quite | 
correct, indeed it has been employed for | 
many years past by other chemists, espe- 
cially Classen. The fauit is in the other 
part, the estimation of total sulphur by 
iodine solution. We found that the gaseous 
current always carries away a certain quan 
tity of iodine which makes the total sulphur 
and hence the H,S to come out too high. 
But this can be avoided by placing behind 
the iodine an absorbing tube with caustic 
soda solution which retains the iodine, and

It is, however, preferable to proceed in a 
different manner, viz., to leave out the 
treatment with hydrogen peroxide, to pass 
the gases simply through a bulb apparatus 
containing iodine solution, followed by an 
other apparatus containing a little standard 
caustic soda solution.
